The sample containers had not arrived by last Wednesday s meeting of the 
City Council, at which the decision to try the system for four months was 
reversed following a heavy showing of opposition to the plan, including a peti­ 
tion with more than 3,500 signatures.

Mayor E C. Stevens had expressed disappointment at the meeting that the 
firm that was to have supplied the containers had not been able to get them 
shipped to the city much earlier so that they could have been placed on display.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today cleared the way for con­ 
tinued federal financing of elective abor­ 
tions, pending a final decision on a new 
law which bars the practice. 
The Justice Department is expected to 
appeal a decision by U.S. District Judge 
John F. Dooling of New York City that 
the newly enacted statute is uncon­ 
stitutional. 
In the interim, a group of anti- 
abortionists asked the high court to block 
the effect of Dooiing’s decision 
The 
justices, in a brief order today, refused 
to do so. 
The ban on federal funds for abortions 
was included in a big appropriation bill 
passed during the last session of 
Congress after bitter debate that leaked 
over into the presidential campaign. 
The provision prohibits the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare 
from providing federal money for abor­ 
tions except in cases where the life of the 
mother is endangered. 
In another brief order today, the court 
agreed to review a lower court decision 
in a Maryland case that the Department 
of Health. Education and Welfare can 
give states the option of paying welfare 
benefits to striking workers 
Last month, an Ohio case was ac­ 
cepted dealing with whether a state may 
deny unemployment benefits to non- 
strikers laid off because of another un­ 
ion's strike elsewhere. 
The justices also agreed today to 
decide in a New Jersey case whether a 
city may constitutionally ban “for sale 
signs in front of houses to forestall panic 
selling by whites.

In a rare meeting in Lompoc, the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board 
Friday asked the state attorney general 
to take legal action against Lompoc 
Utility Services Co., for pollution of the 
Santa Ynez River in September. 
Six of the board’s nine members who 
were on hand voted unanimously to 
request “the attorney general to petition 
Superior Court to impose, assess and 
recover civil monetary penalities pur­ 
suant to the California Water Code.” 
The company which provides sewer 
service to about 800 residential and com­ 
mercial customers in Mission Hills, 
could be assessed fines totalling as much 
as $16,000 a day for the duration of a spill 
that contaminated the river with a mix­ 
ture of partially treated and untreated 
sewer effluent. 
A company representative, James 
Smitherman, 
general 
manager, con­ 
ceded that there had been a spill of ef­ 
fluent to the river, but questioned the 
duration of the incident as stated by the 
board. 
“The Regional Board finds the dis­ 
charger on or about Sept. 22 through 
Sept. 28 intentionally or negligently dis­ 
charged waste and caused or permitted 
waste to be deposited where it was dis­ 
charged to the Santa Ynez River, waters 
of the United States, created a condition 
of pollution and nuisance, and violated 
waste discharge requirements ..’’ the 
final resolution read. 
The resolution was approved after the 
board refused to act on a proposal by 
Paso Robles publisher and board 
member, Ben Reddick, to force the 
utility company to install warning 
devices and improvements “Monday.”

Carter faces decision on church 


ST SIMONS ISLAND, Ga (UPI) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, like other 
Southern liberals before him, is facing 
the choice of retaining membership in a 
segregated church or leaving the con­ 
gregation where he has worshiped for 
decades. 
Carter, relaxing on the balmy Georgia 
coast, received reports of continuing dis­ 
sension in his home town Plains Baptist 
Church even as he prepared for the tran­ 
sition to the presidency 
Press secretary Jody Powell said 
Carter will attend services at the church 
Sunday when the congregation will vote 
on whether to dismiss the Rev. Bruce 
Edwards because he disagrees with an 
11-year-old declaration that the church 
will not admit "negroes or other civil 
rights agitators.” 
In effect, the vote will be a referendum 
on whether the church will continue to 
bar the Rev. Clennon King of Albany, 
Ga., who has tried unsuccessfully for two 
Sundays to attend services and gain 
membership in Carter’s home church 
Powell said Carter was “concerned 
and disturbed” about the situation and 
hopes the situation can be resolved 
satisfactorily. Powell said Carter con­ 
tinues to believe “the right of worship 
ought to be extended to all” and will con­ 
tinue to work toward that goal. 
Carter was not present when King was 
refused entry on Sunday. At that mo­ 
ment, he was attending church services 
at Christ Church here, where the Wesley 
brothers, founders of the Methodist 
church, preached 240 years ago. 


Carter and his daughter-in-law, Caron, 
went to a 14-minute service in the small, 
wooden church nestled among tall oak 
dripping with Spanish moss 
The Rev. Junius J. Martin, rector for 
24 years, welcomed Carter. “We extend 


our best wishes and our prayers as you 
undertake your responsibilities in the 
future,” he said. He did not preach a 
sermon, pointing out the church was chil­ 
ly because a leak had emptied the tank 
fueling the gas stove.

The President then hurried into 
privacy, playing six holes of golf at an 
exclusive course just outside the door of 
his rented vacation villa before spending 
a quiet evening with his family 
He planned to return to the links today 
with some old friends, including former 
Army football Coach Earl “Red” Blaik 
Aides said Ford was bouncing back 
from Tuesday’s loss to Jimmy Carter, 
but was likely to stay out of public view 
during most of a weeklong stay so he 
could relax and begin thinking about the 
days after he leaves office Jan. 20. 


“This will be a sorting out time,” said 
Ford's military aide, Maj. Robert 
Barrett, who is in charge of helping the 
President in the transition to private life. 
Barrett indicated Ford would be dis­ 
cussing possible options with his wife 
Betty, daughter Susan, and sons Jack 
and Steve, but that “certainly there will 
be no decisions made” and “anything 
significant in that line will come later” 
after Ford's return to Washington next 
Monday.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Military spending seems likely 
to rise in the early years of Jim­ 
my Carter’s presidency despite 
his frequently stated belief that 
between 85 billion and 87 billion 
in waste can be trimmed from 
the Pentagon budget. 
Not only defense officials, 
whose shopping lists grow 
longer rather than shorter, but 
such opponents of Pentagon 
waste as Rep. Les Aspin, D- 
Wis., hold that view. 
"Carter is not saying he will 
reduce military spending right 
aw ay,’’ says Aspin, whom 
Carter consulted during the 
campaign "I don’t think you 
can." 
A spin is not the only 
Democrat on congressional 
defense committees who sees 
little early prospect for reduc­ 
tions. 
According to Sen. Sam Nunn, 
"I don’t see any big defense 
cuts coming.” 
He says any fat lopped from 
other parts of the budget should 
be put into beefed up defenses 
in Western Europe and else­ 
where. 
Military spending for the bet­ 
ter part of next year already 
has been set for the most part 
by Congress in the budget of 
8112.7 billion that will run 
through Sept. 30, 1977. 
The budget for the following 
fiscal year will be submitted to 
Congress by the Ford adminis­ 
tration in January, and is now 
expected to go above the 


original 8120 billion. 
Carter is believed likely to 
postpone production of the B1 
bomber, which could save about 
8650 million in the current 
budget and as much as 81-5 
billion in the next one. 
But as an advocate of a strong 
defense, he is not considered 
likely to seek other large cuts in 
weapons systems. The mood of 
Congress itself on defense is 
such that Aspin says "I don’t 
think you could get a real cut 
right now.” 


Congressional budget dead- 
linès will make it difficult for a 
new administration to pinpoint 
military 
housekeeping areas 
where money can be saved in 
time to have much impact on 
next year’s budget. 
That leaves personnel pro­ 
grams such as the 88.3 billion a 
year military retirement sys­ 
tem, where an attempted cut­ 
back would guarantee a fight 
that neither Congress nor any 
administration so far has had 
the stomach for.

The Teamsters Union, repre­ 
senting more than 9,000 ware­ 
housemen and truck drivers, 
Sunday voted by a 57.8 per cent 
margin to reject the latest offer 
from the Food Em ployers 
Council. But according to union 
rules, the contract must be 
rejected by two-thirds before 
members can strike. 
But the nearly 10.000 mem­ 
bers of the Amalgamated Meat- 
cutters Union voted over- 
whemingly to accept the con­ 
tract, although the exact tally 
won’t be available until later to­ 
day. 
The Teamster contract calls 
for a 81 65 an hour increase, 
boosting salaries from between 
86.90 and 87.10 an hour. 
Jim Peck, spokesman for the 
Teamsters, said the final voting 
from 18 locals ran 3,340 to 
reject the contract and 2,577 to 
accept. He said about two- 
thirds of the eligible members 
voted. 
T ea m ster o ffic ia ls had 
recommended rejection of the 
offer, because management 
had proposed only a 75 cents an 
hour increase for about 1,600 of­ 
fice workers and other job 
categories and union leaders 
said this was aimed at dividing 
the workers. 
The Teamster contract ex­ 
pired last Sept. 5 and truckers 
had been working on a day-to- 
day basis.

In Salonica, more than 10 
tremors registering 3.5 on the 
Richter Scale sent thousands of 
resid en ts fleein g into the 
streets of the Macedonian port 
city and officials said at least

shock and minor injuries. 
Police said there was no 
damage but one spokesman 
said, "Such a panic never hap­ 
pened before, not even when the 
city was bombed during the 
war.” 
Witnesses said many of the 
700,000 residents fled in their 
cars while others camped out in 
parks and streets or went into 
churches to pray.

n orth eastern 
Khorassan province, officials 
said Sunday’s temblor left 16 
dead, 24 injured and three 
villages damaged. 
More than 13,000 persons died 
when an earthquake hit the 


same area eight years ago. 
Although the first of two 
shocks to rock the Ghaen area 
Sunday was 6.5 on the Richter 
Scale — similar in size to the 
1968 disaster — officials said 
the casualty toll was much 
lower because most residents 
of the heaviest hit villages were 
out in the fields tending the saf­ 
fron flower crop when the 
tremor hit. 
A third tremor was recorded 
later in the day at Khoraman- 
bad, 250 miles south of Tehran, 
but officials said it caused no 
damage.

Hospital death 
reports go 
to grand jury 


VENTURA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Results of a year-long investi­ 
gation into 75 patient deaths at 
Camarillo State Hospital were 
given today to a grand jury in­ 
vestigating charges of crimi­ 
nal negligence in the deaths. 
According to the investiga­ 
tion. the deaths resulted from 
drug overdoses,asphyxiations, 
drownings and other causes. 
District Attorney C. Stanley 
Trom said there w ere no 
criminal defendants listed in 
the complaint. 
The California State Em­ 
ployes A ssociation, which 
represents most of the em­ 
ployes at the state facility, said 
it would file a motion to close 
the hearings to the public. 
The group said employes 
would be denied due process 
rights if called to testify. 
Trom said if the group is suc­ 
cessful in closing the hearings, 
he w ould p o stp o n e th e 
proceedings until a court issues 
a final ruling. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Syrian troops of the Arab 
peacekeeping force took up new 
positions in rightist and leftist- 
held territory today to begin 
implementing President Elias 
Sarkis' plan to end Lebanon’s 
19-month civil war. 
Fighting and terror shelling 
between the Christian and 
Moslem sectors of Beirut sub­ 
sided after Sarkis’ address to 
the nation Sunday night appeal­ 
ing to the warring factions to 
cooperate with the Arab force. 
Two columns of Syrian troops 
and armor moved west from 
the Syrian-occupied central 
mountains into territory previ­ 
ously held by warring Moslem 
and Christian gunmen. 
Sporadic shelling, sniping and 
machine gun fire continued 
through the night and into the 
morning. But fewer shells were 
dropping on the capital than 
during the night before, when 
an estimated 400 shells dropped 
on residential areas in both 
halves of the divided city, kill­ 
ing at least 15 civilians. 
"I think peace is coming this 
time,” a Phalangist Christian 


militiaman said. 
Damascus radio had reported 
earlier that the Arab League 
peace troops, about three- 
fourths of whom will be Syrian, 
would not take up positions un­ 
til Tuesday at the earliest. 


But one contingent of Syrian 
peace-keeping troops backed by 
tanks and armored cars painted 
white today moved from the 
mountains northeast of Beirut 
d eep in to r ig h t is t -h e ld 
territory, rolling through 
several strategic Christian 
towns 


Leftist-held Beirut radio said 
a second Syrian force of about 
100 men moved three miles 
down the main Beirut-Damas- 
cus highway into leftist-held 
ground near the town of Aley 
southeast of the capital.

They rescued some of the 48 oc­ 
cupants w hile lin es w ere 
stretched from the vessel to the 
shore so the others could be 
removed in rescue chairs. 
"It was very dark,” Dorothy 
Wemmer said. "The boat kept 
crunching on the rocks, but 
most of us were calm.” 
The Argo had been chartered 
for employes of the Westing- 
house Electric Co. plant in Sun­ 
nyvale. 
The only injury reported was 
to an Army military policeman 
on the shore, who was struck in 
the leg by a harpoon fired from 
the Argo to get a line to shore.

Mathiasen told the board Thurs­ 
day night that he received a call 
that afternoon from Raymond 
Walsh, top echelon officer of 
the SWRCB regarding funding 
of the river crossing. Mathiasen 
said Walsh told him he would 
like an answer by noon of the 
next day. 
In addition to declaring that 
discussions were over on cost 
effectiveness of the crossing, 
Walsh said the state was 
proposing an offer which said 
that if SMID would deliver its 
flow to the north end of the 
Alisal Bridge, the state would 
grant full eligibility to SMID for 
the balance of the conveyance 
system from Pump Station No. 
2 at the north end of the Alisal 
Road Bridge to the plant. 
Walsh also said the state 
wanted to ascertain whether it 
might be possible to move the 


pump station No. 1 in its 
eligibility offer that SMID, in 
addition to its local share 
funding of the project, would 
assume full responsibility for 
the force main Pump Station 
No. 1 to Pump Station No. 2 
valued at $86,000. 
SMID also would consider 
oversizing the sewer main on 
the south side of the river to ac­ 
commodate ultimate treatment 
capability at existing site which 
would avoid a parallel line at 
some future date. 
SMID, too, would consider 
prefabricated pump stations 
which would, according to 
Mathiasen.

In other business, the sewer 
committee was authorized to 
release a document on the 
“consequences to SMID and the 
SYCSD of denial by the SWRCB 
of eligibility for the safe river 
crossing.” 
In a cover letter to Peggy 
McElliogott, attorney for the 
SYCSD, said "the principles 
which will culminate in a joint 
powers agreement, if full 
eligibility is granted for a 
shared crossing, providing each 
district a solution to its 
problem by utilizing their as­ 
sets to help the other. However, 
a denial of SMID eligibility in a 
crossing will cancel the fair and 


pies as presently constituted 
Consequently the districts will 
have to go back to the drawing 
boards to negotiate a different 
agreement of some type. 


“In summary, I might say 
that in realty, SMID and 
SYCSD will be one big system 
with everyone sharing the good 
as well as the bad and if the 
river crossing problem cannot 
be jointly solved the proposed 
arrangements contained in the 
principles will not be equitable 
to SMID and share require dif­ 
ferent arrangements... 


“The bottom line’ of the con­ 
sequence document dealing 
with the economic profile for 
the wastewater system user is 
a real shock of the reality both 
districts face if our joint peti­ 
tion is denied.

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Unreported Russian disasters 
told by dissident scientist 


THE BETTER HALF 


LONDON (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union suffered two 
major, unreported disasters 
more than a decade ago, (me of 
which killed the nation’s “best * 
brains” in space technology, 
according to a prominent Soviet 
dissident scientist. 
Dr. Zhores Medvedev, in an 
article published in New Scien­ 
tist magazine Sunday, said 
nuclear waste material explod­ 
ed in 1958 killing hundreds of 
persons and a moon rocket ex­ 
ploded on the launch pad in 
1960, wiping out the nation’s top 
space scientists. 
Medvedev’s article — the 
first public report of the inci­ 
dents — set off a debate among 
British experts. One said there 
was still a third catastrophe in­ 
volving nuclear materials but 
another ranking scientist dis­ 
puted the reports. 
Medvedev, a biologist who 
lives in exile in London, said a 
nuclear waste dump near 
Blagoveshensk in the Ural 
Mountains exploded in 1958, 
killing “hundreds” of local resi­ 
dents and causing thousands of 
cases of radiation sickness. 
He said the buried material 
overheated through nuclear 
reactions and “suddenly there 
was a huge explosion like that 
of a volcano.” 
Two years later, Medvedev 
said the elite of the Soviet space 
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community gathered for the 
launching of the “ Cosmo­ 
drome” moon rocket but the 
craft malf unctioned and explod­ 
ed moments later. 
“Everyone in the area was 
killed,” he said. “The disaster 
cost the best brains in Soviet 
space technology.” 
Sir John Hill, chairman of the 
United Kingdom Atomic Ener­ 
gy Authority, said it was 
“highly unlikely" that nuclear 
waste materials could explode. 
“This sort of waste has a 


Battle looms over 
Alaska wolf kill 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Alaska is going to have die en­ 
vironmentalists as well as the 
wolves to deal with this winter 
if it carries out its plan to kill 
hundreds of wolves. 
The Defenders of Wildlife 
organization wrote to Gov. Jay 
Hammond Sunday to say that 
plans to shoot most of the 
wolves living on 144,000 acres of 
the Brooks Range would wipe 
out some 80 per cent of a sub­ 
species of wolves that lives in 
Northwest Alaska. 
The state says the wolf pop­ 
ulation must be reduced to help 
stop a decline in the number of 
caribou. R estrictions on 
caribou hunting were ordered 
this year for the first time. 
Efforts by the environmental 
group to permanently halt 
state-run wolf kills in Alaska 
failed in court last year. 
But G randy said in his letter 
to the governor: “We intend to 
contest the wolf killing 
program in court again this 
year, unless the state is able to 
show that a program sensitive 
to wildlife needs is being pur­ 
sued.” 
He said his organization plans 
a suit to stop the kill, and would 
help drum up a nationwide out­ 
cry if court action fails.

But Prof. John Erickson, a 
Soviet affairs expert at Edin­ 
burgh University, said in a 
telephone interview Sunday 
that “we’re pretty sure there 
have been three incidents.” 
Evidence of the third disaster 
was less precise, Erickson said, 
“but it came about 2* years 
later, and again apparently in­ 
volved some mistake over 
nuclear materials. It was a bad 
business.” 
Erickson said the rocket ex­ 
plosion “was a horrendous af­ 
fair. I have been told there 
were 200 fatal casualties,” in­ 
cluding 65 to 70 senior military 
officers. 
Erickson said indications of 
the Soviet disasters came from 
obituary notices. 
“Sometimes it will be said 
they died in an air crash, but in 
other cases they are simply 
said to have been fulfilling their 
duties to the motherland We do 
not know exactly how they 
died.”

Prosecutor urges someone 
to stay Utah execution 


PROVO. Utah (UPI) — The 
Utah County prosecutor says 
“someone” should stay the 
Nov. 15 execution of convicted 
murderer Gary M. Gilmore 
even though he wants to die. 
County Attorney Noall Woot- 
ton said Sunday that the Utah 
Supreme Court ruled last week 
that, if an application for a stay 
is made, it should be granted. 
“I expect someone to make 
that request Monday,” Wootton 
said, “but I don’t honestly know 
who will do it. It may be the 
state Supreme Court, the trial 
judge, his former attorneys, or 
two other attorneys seeking to 
enter the case.” 
Attorneys Robert VanSciver 
and Gilbert Athay said they 
would appeal on grounds the ex­ 
ecution would be “adverse” to 
death penalty appeals in two un­ 
related cases. They represent 
two airmen convicted of first- 
degree murder in the deaths of 
three persons at an Ogden, 
Utah, hi-fi shop two years ago 
Gilmore. 35, was convicted 
last month on a first-degree 
murder charge in the July 
shooting of motel clerk Bennie 
Bushnell. 25, Provo. He also 
faces a second murder trial in 
the slaying of an Orem service 
station attendant. 
“His second trial has been 
continued without date,” Woot­ 
ton said. “If his execution is 
stayed, I will move for a new 
trial date immediately. I will do 


everything to expedite the se­ 
cond trial.” 
When Gilmore’s public de­ 
fenders said they planned to ap­ 
peal both the verdict and death 
sentence, he fired them. But at­ 
torney Craig Snyder filed a 
notice of appeal in his name in 
4th District Court anyway, and 
accompanied the notice with an 
affidavit stating Gilmore had 
fired both defense attorneys. 
Gilmore, paroled to Utah last 
April after spending 12 years in 
an Oregon state prison on a rob­ 
bery conviction, then sent a 
note to the state Supreme Court 
saying . “I desire to be executed 
on schedule ... I am sane, in­ 
telligent and rational.” 
Wootton added, “He ought to 
have the right to be executed, if 
that's what he wants. But it 
seems that this is out of his 
hands and mine.” 


DETROIT (UPI) - The 
United Auto Workers union has 
completed details of a new con­ 
tract with Chrysler Corp. and is 
turning its attention to General 
Motors Corp., the largest of the 
“Big Three” automakers and 
the only one without a new pact. 
At a 10 a.m. news conference 
today UAW President Leonard 
Woodcock and Vice President 
Irving Bluestone at GM world 
headquarters were expected to 
reveal a strike deadline for an 
agreement covering GM’s 
390,000 U.S. workers. 
Woodcock has said he would 
like to wrap up the GM talks 
before Thanksgiving, indicating 
the deadline would provide less 
than the three weeks given 
Ford Motor Co., the union’s 
strike target. Bluestone said 
progress at GM “has been at 
less than a snail’s pace” since 
Ford was selected as the strike 
target. 
A tentative agreement just 10 
minutes before a strike dead­ 
line Friday averted a walkout 
by 109,000 hourly workers at 
Chrysler. Just 31 hours later — 
at 1 a.m. Sunday — the same 
negotiators shook hands on a 
tentative pact for 9,000 salaried 
Chrysler workers. 
A meeting of the national 
Chrysler Council in Detroit 
Wednesday will start the 
ratification process, with 
voting by the rank-and-file ex­ 
pected to be completed a week 
later. 
GM is expected to match the 
“pattern” contract worked out 
with Ford in a 28-day strike. 
Chrysler matched the Ford 
pattern with a few additions to 


enhance the job security of 
Chrysler workers, who felt the 
industry’s 1974-75 slump more 
than their Ford and GM 
counterparts. 
GM Chairman Thomas A. 
Murphy already has said his 
company can live with the basic 
economic package, including a 
3 per cent annual wage in­ 
crease, unlimited cost-of-living 


protection, a one-time payment 
to aid retirees and 7 new paid 
days off by the end of the third 
year. 
Separate negotiations were 
being held for 26,000 Canadian 
GM workers. The union also 
must get a new agreement for 
12,000 American Motors em­ 
ployes to wrap up the 1976 auto 
industry talks.

Hooks, a 51-yekr-old NAACP 
life member, was elected un­ 
animously Saturday during a 
2^-hour special meeting of the 
organization’s national board of 
directors at the New York 
Sheraton Hotel.

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Oilmen take wait, see

STANFORD (UPI) - The 
millions of Americans who 
skipped the 1978 election repre­ 
sent a danger to U.S. society, 
according to political scientist 
Seymour Lipset. 
He said Sunday he believes 
that the dropout voters have the 
potential to cast their votes for 
volatile and unconventional 
leaders appealing to “outsider” 
issues such as racial prejudice 
in the future. 
Lipset said that the current 
political leaders should recog­ 
nize the decision by nearly half 
the voters to stay away from 
the polls as evidence that 
millions of Americans now feel 
alienated from the political 
process. 
By contrast, Lipset cited the 
case of Sweden, where some 90 
per cent cast ballots. 
Lipset said such reforms as 
simplified voter registration 
have proven disappointing. 
The answer, he said, seems to 


be more complex and long- 
range. 
“In the old days, politics in 
this country was not as faceless 
as it is now,” he suggested. 
“Poorer, less educated people 
don’t feel the ties to the system 
they did in the past. 
"What we should try to do is 
follow the Swedish example, 
where voting gradually in­ 
creased as more people came to 
feel hooked in society.” 
Lipset cited as what could 
happen in the U.S. the example 
of what happened in Germany 
in the early 1930s when Adolph 
Hitler, relying heavily on 
previous nonvoters, gained 
control of the government and 
established a dictatorship. 
In 1928, one-fourth of the 
German adults did not vote and 
Hitler gained 2.6 per cent of the 
vote. Four years later, Hitler 
got 43 per cent of the vote, and 
only 10 per cent of the German 
voters stayed away from the 
polls. 


business in general). I think we 
have to proceed on that basis.” 
Ikard reported that U.S. oil 
and gas drilling slowed during 
the third quarter of this year 
because of political and eco­ 
nomic uncertainties that made 
it hard for producers to attract 
capital. But he said despite the 
slowdown drilling for the first 
nine months of the year was up 
14.4 per cent from 1975 levels. 
Underscoring the failure of 
the Project Independence plan 
announced exactly three years 
ago Sunday, Ikard also said oil 
imports increased 15.7 per cent 
in the first 10 months of this 
year. He said import levels in 
October stood at 7.4 million 
barrels a day. 
During his campaign Carter 
talked about — but did not solid­ 
ly endorse — the possibility of 
making oil companies stop their 
development of competing 
energy sources, such as coal or 
nuclear power. He also said he 
might favor limiting major oil 
company marketing activities 
if there were too little competi­ 
tion. 
Ikard said he hoped Carter 
could be convinced such a move 
— advocated by many members 
of Congress — would be a mis­ 
take. 
Carter has an opportunity to 
put together a solid U.S. energy 
program because he belongs to 
the party that controls Con­ 
gress, Ikard said. He said 
chances that this will happen 
should be improved by the fact 
that neither Carter nor mem­ 
bers of Congress will be acting 
with an impending election in 
mind.

Carter: a meticulous planner 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter may move into 
the White House as the best 
prepared first-term president 
in history when he takes office 
Jan. 20. 
A meticulous planner, Carter 
began preparing for the transi­ 
tion of power even before he 
won his party’s nomination. 
In June, he told Atlanta 
lawyer Jack H. Watson, 37, to 
start working on the change 
from Republican to Democratic 
rule, and gave him $150,000 in 
campaign funds for the ef­ 
fort. 
The result is a document 
nearly 18 inches thick which 
Carter has taken on vacation to 
St. Simons Island, Ga. It will be 
the basic working paper as he 
prepares to assume office. His 
vice president-elect, Walter 


Mondale. also is studying the 
papers. 
Watson, named Carter’s tran­ 
sition chief, said the pre­ 
election effort “is an unprece­ 
dented attempt by a presiden­ 
tial candidate to prepare 
himself as much as he can be 
prepared, both to take advan­ 
tage of the U-week planning 
period between November and 
January and to have as much of 
a running start” after that as he 
can. 
“The whole purpose of this 
transition effort has been to 
give him the capability to make 
a strong beginning and sustain 
it through his term ,” Watson 
said.

The troopers had to cope with 
looting, brawls, snipers, food 
protests, bomb threats as well 
as many injuries to the 
“Robertsville” inhabitants. 
The $100,000 exercise was 
funded by the federal govern­ 
ment 
Col Howard Freeman, spe­ 
cial assistant to the command­ 
ing general, said in an inter­ 
view last month that the guard 
wanted to be “darned sure it is 
prepared for such an event.” 
He pointed out that some 
seismologists have predicted 
San Francisco and Los Angeles 
are “about ready to fall into the 
sea.”

Watson said about 75 per cent 
of the budget is locked in, giv­ 
ing Carter only about a 20 per 
cent area with “some elbow 
room to maneuver.”

Although Watson has given 
him a list of names compiled 
over the last three months, 
Carter almost certainly will go 
beyond that and reach decisions 
after what he calls “a very 
careful, very slow, very me­ 
thodical process.” 


Carter also plans a novel ap­ 
proach to selecting cabinet 
members, something similiar 
to spring training in baseball. 


He will call in several who 
might be considered for a 
specific post “and work with 
those several people as inti­ 
mately as possible ... so I might 
get to know them better, if I do 
not know them” before choos­ 
ing one.

The Los Angeles Rams aren’t the only 
football team to utilize three quarter­ 
backs in one season and come up with a 
winner. The Cabrillo Conqs, borrowing a 
little strategy from the Rams, inserted 
quarterback number three, Kevin Ew­ 
ing, and beat San Luis 24-8 Friday at 
Frank Holt Field in San Luis Obispo 
Earlier in the season, after several los­ 
ses. the Conqs decided to switch from 
quarterback Mark Westover to Derek 
Avillanoza Then, after last week’s loss 
to Righetti, Conq coach Ed Knowles 
decided it was time for another change. 
Enter Ewing. 
Ewing came off the bench late in the 
first quarter and immediately rallied the 
Conqs to their first touchdown drive The 
185-pound senior rushed for 91 yards and 
two TDs, while making good on three out 
of three pass attempts 
Ewing s case is a story in itself. 
Last spring, when the Conqs were 
loosening up, running off the fat acquired 
over the winter, Ewing injured his pass­ 
ing arm. X-rays indicated that he had a 
bone chip in his elbow. It was operated 
on in May and Ewing was supposed to be 
ready to go by mid July. 
But his strength didn’t return, and it 


was discovered that his tricep muscle, 
the main muscle in the throwing motion, 
was hanging on by a thread. The arm 
was re-operated on in August, the chip 
was removed and the torn muscle sur­ 
gically retied 
Last week was Ewing’s first contact 
practice, and Knowles had his doubts 
about starting him. 
"We didn’t know how he was going to 
react,” said Knowles. “ He did a good job 
on his first series of plays so we just kept 
him in there.” 
Was Knowles apprehensive about 
testing Ewing’s arm? 
“Well, at first there was some con­ 
cern, but he kept some drives alive with 
his key throws. Ewing is a little more of 
a runner than our other two quarter­ 
backs. He gives us more of a running 
threat; he adds a new dimension to our 
offensive game plan .” 
With Avillanoza at the helm in the first 
quarter, the Conqs put together one of 
their longest drives of the season, 18 
plays for 57 yards, but had to settle for a 
2b-yard Kirk Willis field goal, San Luis 
held the ball for only three plays that 
quarter. 
The Conqs came back again, this time 
lead by Ewing, and put together another 


18-play drive, interrupted by a back-to- 
back exchange of fumbles. The drive in- 
ded with Greg Holt plunging over the 
middle from one yard out. 
San Luis scored its only points a few 
minutes later when Bobby Nunez got off 
a 16-yard run. The Tigers faked the kick 
and holder Randy Salas took the ball 
around the stunned right side of the Conq 
defense. 
Taking a slim 10-8 lead in at the half, 
Ewing came back in the third quarter, 
and the first time he ran the ball, he 
broke two tackles and sprinted 50 yards 
for his first touchdown. 
With 2*4 minutes to go in the game, 
Ewing got his last TD on a one-yard 
quarterback sneak. 
The Tigers were also down to their 
third quarterback, but not by choice. 
First stringer Larry Wampler was out 
with a separated shoulder, and number 
two man Rick Cramer has some tom 
cartilage in his left knee. Pressed into 
quarterback service was flanker Scott 
Sanderson, 
Sanderson moved the offense for only 
144 total yards, but still Knowles wasn’t 
satisfied with his defense. 
“We didn t play as well as I thought we 
should have,” said Knowles. 


Fullback Mike Walker and tailback 
Calvin Boler were unstoppable. Walker 
scored the first two touchdowns on runs 
of 19 and 26 yards Then Boler sprinted 32 
yards for another TD just after a Lom­ 
poc touchdown pass had been called for 
clipping. Quarterback Steve McMillan 
nailed end Jerry Tolstad with a 
touchdown pass, and Walker capped the 
half by intercepting a pass from his 
linebacker position and running it back 
22 yards to make it 35-0 Ronnie Garcia 
kicked 5-for-5 in the half. 
The Lompoc secondary picked off five 
Righetti passes in the half (one was 
nullified on a penalty). Casey Candaele 
had two, Pat Fridrich two and Walker 
one To take nothing away from the Lom­ 
poc secondary, most of the interceptions 
could have been made by the Lompoc 
cheerleaders. 


“Overall I thought it was our best 
game,” said Warren, “and it’s nice to 
have it coming at the time it does. I’m 
confident we can continue to play that 
kind of football, because we have not

been up and down—we have steadily im­ 
proved." 
The Braves eased up in the second 
half, sending in the subs to get some ex­ 
perience (although McMillan played the 
whole game, and Walker was in almost 
until the end). 
Boler wound up with 126 yards on 22 
carries, and Walker ran for 89 yards on 
12 carries. Boler now has 867 yards on 
the season. Walker’s impressive two- 
way performance was especially en­ 
couraging for Lompoc, as he appears 
completely recovered from the arm in­ 
jury that sidelined him for three games 
Warren credited much of the success 
of the groimd game to the blocking of 
Mike Weyrick.

The offending countries with­ 
drew in protest at the participa­ 
tion of South A frica and 
Rhodesia. 


The three Eastern European 
bloc countries have all been 
warned that unless they pay 
outstanding $10,000 fines by 
Dec. 15 they risk being dis­ 
qualified indefinitely.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Reagan's last hurrah 
is still to be heard

WASHINGTON - Ronald Reagan s 
great moment, as he cam e close to dis­ 
placing an incumbent president before a 
wildly cheering Republican convention 
last August won’t be his last hurrah. The 
darling of the conservatives is quietly 
planning a political comeback. 
The plans took focus as Reagan dutiful­ 
ly campaigned for the 
man who had defeated 
him for the presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
At 
first, he flirted with 
the idea of forming a 
third party if Presi­ 
dent F ord lost the 
e l e c t i o n . 
B u t he 
rejected this idea as 
impractical. 
Instead, he p e r­ 
suaded himself that he 
could use the GOP 
framework to restruc­ 
ture the party into a 
conservative bastion. 
He has decided to try, 
t h e r e f o r e , 
to 
R e a g a n i z e 
t h e 
Republican Party. 
Reagan has confided his plans to a few 
intimates, who are rarin’ to begin the 
new crusade. “ We came out of Kansas 
City with 3,000 trained workers,” one as­ 
sociate told us. “Our lists are intact. 
We've got tenative meetings in mind for 
December and January.’’ 
One meeting would be held in the West, 
perhaps Phoenix, the other in the South. 
“Count on it, Ronald Reagan will be an 
activist.” promised the associate. 
Another top aide from the Reagan 
c a m p a i g n po i n t e d out t h a t the 
charism atic form er California governor 
unquestionably is the spiritual leader of 
the conservatives. Two other national 
conservative 
lead ers. 
Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater. R.-Ariz., and Sen. John 
Tower. R.-Tex., lost a lot of their 
credibility with conservatives by sup­ 
p o r t i n g P r e s i d e n t F o r d a t the 
Republican convention, the aide said. 
A third Reagan lieutenant, while not 
ruling out a final shot at the White House 
by the 65-year-old Reagan, suggested 
that they might merely build a base for 
a younger candidate to pick up the con­ 
servative banner. Indeed, our source in­ 
dicated that a search has already begun 
for a bright, tough, young conservative 
whom Reagan might groom for the GOP 
nomination in 1980. 
Reagan’s friends told us that his deci­ 
sion to forego a placid private life and 
return to the political turm oil was 
reached in the middle of the Ford-Carter 
campaign. 
Reagan made more than 25 campaign 
appearances ostensibly to help Ford but 
more pointedly to push conservative 
R epublicans who had risked th e ir 
political necks to support him against an 
incumbent. 
Reagan sensed that the hysteria of 
past conservative revivals had been 
replaced by a more stable affection and 
trust for their spiritual leader At the 
same time, he felt that the president was 
blurring some of the issues in an appeal 
to the amorphous middle-of-the-road 
voters. So Reagan decided to give the 
electorate a cold, clean choice in 1980. 
PARTY GIRLS — This is a postscript 
to the sex-in-Washington scandals. The 
Republicans used the issue against the 
Democrats during the campaign. For 
most of the congressmen who had been 
caught dallying had been Democrats 
At the Election Night gala for Gerald 
Ford and Bob Dole, the Republican 
hordes listened to speeches in the main 
ballroom of Washington’s Sheraton-Park 
Hotel about the moral decay of the 
Democratic Congress 


But in the hospitality suites upstairs, 
visiting Republican bigwigs freely par­ 
took of the same moral decay. We sent 
our reporter Howard Rosenberg to check 
out the reports of partying in the 
Republican bedroom suites 
Posing as a campaign celebrant from 
the Midwest, he followed the joyous 
sounds to a lush suite where a party was 
hosted by a Ford Committee contractor 
The happy host led guests to various 
party girls, urging each girl, in turn, to 
“ take care of my friend." The women 
then headed with the guests to hotel 
bedrooms. Inside the suite, meanwhile, 
the liquor supply seemed inexhaustible. 
One of the party girls confided to 
Rosenberg that she and her friends were 
paid a flat fee for their night’s work She 
also offered another confession. 
Although they were prettily adorned 
with Ford-Dole campaign buttons, she 
whispered, most of the girls had voted 
for Jim m y Carter. 
Footnote: A campaign spokesman as­ 
sured us that the Ford officials were un­ 
aware that anyone associated with the 
committee was providing feminine com­ 
panionship for the visitors. 
PRIVILEGED ARABS - The State 
Department has quietly cut off special 
privileges that had been granted to Arab 
students in this country. For more than 
20 years, students from Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait were admitted on A-2 visas, 
which are normally reserved for foreign 
officials and heads erf state. No other 
foreign students received this special 
status. 
The Saudi and Kuwaiti students were 
singled out for preferential treatm ent 
because at first, they were all members 
of royal families. But this is no longer 
true Therefore. Rep Joshua Eilberg, 
D.-Pa., complained to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger about the favoritism. 
As a result, the State Department 
ordered the A-2 visas revoked by October 
31. but an official told us that the search 
for A-2 carrying students probably will 
go on past the deadline They have to be 
located first, he said. 


Dear Mr. Crompe: 
It seems ironic that we have been 
hearing so much citizen outrage at the 
City of Lompoc for trying to cut costs by 
mechanizing trash collection while at the 
same time so many political candidates 
have been accusing government of 
“reckless spending.” 
I happen to live in the proposed test 
area. I welcome the test, not because I 
am certain the system will prove to be 
better, but because I think the test will 
provide an evaluation important to the 
final decision. The relatively small cost 
of the test could be a wise investment. 
The city’s proposal does make some 
sense. If an estimated net savings of 
145,000 per year can be achieved while 
frequency of service is maintained, it is 
worthy of consideration. Also, the refuse 
crews merit some citizen interest 
because of their unfailing cooperation 
and friendliness despite occasional 
dangers and unpleasantness on the job. 
Those circulating petitions against the 
test might add the two probable alter­ 
natives: 
higher future utility bills, to 
add to those we’ve had so often lately, or 
less frequent pick-up service. 
Those signing this and other petitions 
might more effectively communicate 
their views to decision-makers by 
writing or talking to the officials con­ 
cerned. 
Petition circulators never 
reveal how many turned them down, the 
signers fail to offer what alternatives 
they would support. so the recipients are 
left with only partial views from a 
minority of the citizens. 
Perhaps all of us had better decide 
whether we want government by 
petition—one for, one against, each time 
a decision is to be made—or whether we 
want to continue electing represen­ 
tatives responsible for studying issues in 
depth before making up their minds. 
“Citizen input” is wonderful—but only as 
valid as the amount of information on the 
issue the citizen has before forming an 
opinion.

It certainly should not be 
necessary for the public to make a hue 
and cry when the council by reasonable 
deduction should realize that a rip-off is 
in process. 
With the heat on, the council has final­ 
ly decided to tell Teleprompter to return 
channel 2 to the users. Fill-ins to chan­ 
nel 7 or searching around to possibly get 
the program on channel 10, or not at all, 
is tantamount to the complete loss of one 
channel. In all fairness the city council 
should instruct Teleprompter to make a 
refund to each paid up regular sub­ 
scriber of .56 cents a month or $2.75 for 
the 5 months of August through 
December, or however long it takes to 
get channel 2 back on the air. 
Teleprompter’s proposal to utilize a 
VHF-midchannel and obtain signals by 
grabbing one of the five microwave 
channels is just another way of sub­ 
stituting a switch - grab of channel 9 for 
channel 2.

Teleprompter wants to use one of the 
microwave channels for HBO to insure 
subscribers to that service that they get 
the best signal possible. Why is the city 
council willing to accept this? Why not 
instruct Teleprompter to leave the pre­ 
sent channels alone? If Teleprompter 
wants to make more money by fur­ 
nishing a new service they should 
provide that service entirely outside the 
existing service now contracted by their 
regular subscribers. I recommend that 
we hold Teleprom pter’s feet to the fire in 
strict compliance with the franchise. Or­ 
dinance No 697. Section 2017. paragraph 
(b) and (g) covering quality of color, 
absence of snow, ghosting, multi-path in­ 
terference etc. 


In addition, the city council should in­ 
form Teleprompter that unless they br­ 
ing the service on all 12 channels up to 
acceptable standards immediately, the 
council will impose a fine of $10,000.00 as 
provided for in Section 2014 paragraphs 
(a) and (b) covering the faithful perfor­ 
mance of all Franchise requirements.

On the right 
by William F. Buckley 
Election 


It is the recognized duty of all 
publicists to deplore an American elec­ 
tion soon after it is over, and to compare 
it, to its disadvantage, with more 
civilized practices in other nations, 
notably Great Britain. There, as we 
know, an election that lasts more than 
five weeks is considered excessive. 
Year-long rituals. In 
England, are reserved 
for royal courtships 
and conferences on 
Rhodesia. 
But as we also know, 
or should, in Britain 
the party leader is 
selected by something 
less than the majority 
of the British voters. 
He is selected by the 
members of his own 
party in Commons. A 
campaign to achieve 
the majority support 
of, say, 300 MP’s, 
takes much less time 
than a campaign to 
court the majority of 
the voters of New Hampshire. 
So much for the chief of government. 
The chief of state issues from the con­ 
jugal success of the reigning family, 
with the understanding that if there is a 
male offspring, the female offspring do 
not count. If ERA ever comes to Great 
Britain, so much for that custom. King 
Edward VII would have been Queen Vic­ 
toria II, and God knows who — though 
one could, with patience, figure it out — 
would be sovereign today. 
In America, all kinds of proposals have 
been made. They tend to go away soon 
after the presidential election. In part 
because people forget how awfully 
protracted the campaign was. In part 
because there is precious little that can 
be done. John Connally suggested, dur­ 
ing the spring primaries, that no 
member of Congress should be permit­ 
ted to run for President unless he had 
resigned bis seat before January of the 
year preceding the general election. 
That would certainly have depopulated 
the Senate this time around, beginning in 
January of 1975. 
A more viable suggestion is to move 
the nominating conventions forward, say 
to late August. A step in that direction 
was taken when the interval between the 
two conventions was stretched to four 
and even five weeks. What happens then 
is that the primary contest lasts longer if 
it goes down to the wire — as for in­ 
stance the contest between Ronald 
Reagan and Gerald Ford — and there is 
little relief. If the nominations are sewn 
up by early and conclusive victories in 
the primaries — as for instance by Jim­ 
my Carter this year — then there is a 
hiatus of sorts, but not one that brings 
true tranquility. There is no such thing 
as a genuine vacation from a presiden­ 
tial contest, even as there is no such 
thing as a surcease of ardor during a true 
courtship. Still, this would be an im­ 
provement. 
Next in line in frequency of proposal is 
the regional primary. If the country 
were divided into, say, five regions, and 
all the states in one region ran their 
primaries on the same day, then can­ 
didates would not have, as they do now, 
potentially 50 levers on our attention. 
Once again you run into the difficulty 
of how to enforce such a reform There 
are very few powers on earth that can 
force the people of New Hampshire, in 
which millions of dollars are spent, to 
abandon its early primary. Any time a 
state comes along intending to outsit 
New Hampshire by scheduling an even 
earlier primary, the means of retaliation 
are readily apparent. 
The control of expenses seems not 
really to have worked. All it meant was 
that candidates spent less time wooing 
voters, more wooing contributors. In­ 
dividual senators and congressmen com­ 
plained during die election season that as 
many as 50 per cent of their appearances 
were before small groups of people from 
whom it was hoped to wrest two to 
$10,000; often much less Since the 
Supreme Court has suggested that some 
forms of money raising cannot be con­ 
stitutionally prohibited, one must deduce 
that choking off the purse strings won’t 
work. 


Probably nothing will work save a 
tapering off of ambition. If ever 
maturity should truly hit us, we would 
find that government office at whatever 
level was a routine thing. But this could 
happen only after a true crystallization 
of a national consensus — around the 
proposition that government should play 
a finite role in human affairs, oiling the 
Navy, scrubbing its statues, administer­ 
ing justice, and helping to channel help 
from the richer states to the poorer 
states, as absolutely required Then it 
will be like Switzerland, where nobody 
knows the president’s name, but 
everyone knows that it doesn’t really 
matter. 


A small addition to these 
reforms 
would call for a compulsory one-day 
vacation for all columnists whose 
schedule calls for writing a column the 
day before a national election, which is 
scheduled to be published after the 
national election.
